Annual  Report  of  the 

' for,  the  year  1947-  . ' 

Following  the  custom  adopted  in  recent  years  this  annual  report,  on 
grounds  of  econoiny,.  deals  briefly  with  matters  of  public  iTcalth  withd^  ny,  , 
responsibility. 

The,  general . health  of  the  area  continued  to  be,  very  good,  but  there  was 
a considerable  increase  in  the  notifications  of  infectious  disease.  This  was 
due  to  the  occurrence  of  two  hundred  and  four  oases  of  measles  ccsi^ared  with  six 
in  the  previous  year.  Despite  this  great  increase  the  number  of  all  notifiable 
diseases  only  rose  from  one  hxmdred  and  sixty  to  two  hundred  and  eighty  two. 

The  epidemic  of  measles,  like  the  one  we  had  in  1945  which  produced  two 
hundred  and.  fifty  nine  cases,  occurred  in  the  first  two  months  of  the  year.  One 
hundred  and  seven  of  the  notif ications  Virere.  from  Castle.  Bonington  and  fifty  eight 
from  Kegworth.  . 

Of  the  remaining  zymotic  diseases,  cnly  whooping  cough  and  acute  primary 
pneumonia  reached  double  figures,  and  both  ::.otals  v/ere  down  on  the  aggregates  for 
1946  j whooping  cough  frcm  one  hundred  and  to  twenty-four  and  pneuraonia  from 

thirty-four  to  twenty- six. 

The  first  case  of  diphtheria  ; ;'i-v  roourred  in  December.  This  v/as 

in  a Kegworth  man  of  33  years  of  age.  Tiiere  ';'vre  :io  secondary  op.sos  and  thus  no 
children  have  been  affected  with  this  largsr'-v:,-  .li.'-jeesa  for  over  three  years, 

1945  having  been  the  first  year  since  losc/'cls  rn.ve  ueen  Icept^  that  there  were  no 
cases  noted  in  the  Annual  Report. 

All  medical  practitioners  in.  the  tw-.’s-a  c.-oeperatod  in  the  Council*  s 
diphtheria  immunisation  scheme  which  is  proving  tc;  be  so  succossfilL,  I have  been 
very  grateful  for  their  help  and  for  tlve  ve;y  con'-siderable  assistance  I have  had 
from  the  Health  Visitor  attached  go  the  C'e'.r'.iy  Ceuncil.  The  responsibility  for 
immunisation  after  5th  July,  1948  is  bne  of  the  County  Council  Health 

Department. 

Thirteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine  c:h:Li.dren  under  fifteen  years  of  age 
had  been  immunised  at  the  end  of  tne  yea.!;*,  out  of  an  estimated  raid-year  total  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy.  Although  this  aggrega.be  was  good,  the  percentage 
of  pre-schoolage  children  fully  im:nan:.Sv^d  wa.s,  as  repoited  in  previous  years, 
still  too  lovT,  the  increase  in  the  ‘ago  grcu.};  iG'/er  the  figure  for  194^  being  only 
about  3%. 

There  were  some  points  of  irr'  •rirt-o*'  in  the  comparative  vital  statistics. 
The  death  rate  v/as  11,6  per  thoi:£anI  cf  che  population,  a decrease  of  0.2  per 
thousand  on  the  previous  year’ s figure.  ThiO  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
12  per  thousand  of  the  population.  For  the  county  boroughs  and  great  towns  it 

T/as  13.  -0-0- 

The  corrected  total  live  births  vras  one  hundred  and  sixty  nine  to  give 
a live  birth  rate  of  20  per  thousand  uf  the  total  population,  vdiich  vms  the  same 
as  in  1946.  The  comporable  figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  20.5  per  thousand. 
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Medical  Officer,  of  Health'  ^ 


There  were  six  still  births  representing  a still  birth  rate  of  0.71* 
The  rate  for  England  and  Y/ales  was  0.50  and  for  the  area  in  l$k.S  it  was  0,62, 
vifhen  there  were  five  still  born  babies. 

Eight  children  died  under  one  year  of  age.  This  v/as  an  improvement 
on  the  high  figure,  of  eleven  for  194-6 , and  was  equal  to  a ra.te  of  47  per 
thousand,  related  live  births.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  41,  and 
the  areal  figure"  for  1 946 'was  59. 5 » In  considering  these  figures  it  must  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  rates  fluctuate  v/idely  from  year  to  year  because  of  the 
cai^aratively  small  number  of  total  live  berths.  For  example^  in  1945  the 
figure  was  37  comparing  with  that  of  46  for  England  and  Wales.  This  year's 
■total  was  lo^ed.'with  three  deaths  from  prematurity. 

It  was  pleasing  to  note  that  once  again  there  were  no  deaths  fron 
enteritis  and  diarrhoea  in  children  midor  two  years  cf  age.  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  5*8  per  thousand  live  bLrths. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths.  ' 

The  quality  and  quantity  of  the  water  supply  was ' satisfactory. 

Details  are  included  in  the  appendage  to  this  report.  The  E’rral  District 
is  fortunate  in  being  very  well  provided  with  piped  water  s'upplies  and  of  the 
eight  parishes,,,  only  Charley  is  entirely -dependent  upon  well  supplies-  In  the 
seven  parishes  with  pip dd  supplies  all  the  villages  have  service  mains, 'but  the 
district  is  mainly  agricultural  in  typo  and  there  are  many  outlying  properties 
to  which  piped  water  has  not  yet  been  extended  and  which  still  rely  upon  local 
wells. 

During  the  year  the  4”  main  which  was  supplying  Lockington  Hall 
privately  from  the  33”  Leicester  Corp eras' ioa  imin  has  now  been  purchased  by  the 
Council,  and  a connection  has  been  ’aade  x'rc::.,  ■'.Ills  to  the  Cotancil'  3 n:iain  near 
the  point  where  the  Lockington  Hall  n-ain  c-r. tores  the  public  road  in  the  village. 
In  addition  a meter,  reflux  valve  and  p:--;-.-,:-’'-.-ro  reducing  valve  has  been  fitted 
to  the  4"  main.  This  has  had  the  effeu'2  rx-p-coving  the  pressure  at  Castle 
Donington  in  addition  to  making  the  &’c.pp4v  'iozr,v,c.

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  nn/  Annual  Report  of  the  work 
undertaken  by  the  Public  Health  Depai’tment  dui’ing  1^47 » 

The  controls  of  Civil  Building  Regulations  v/ere  further  extended  during 
the  year  and  the  introduction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  revised  sohome  for 
the  Priority  Distribution  of  Building  Materials  and  Components  was 
introduced  vfith  the  object  of  controlling  essential  materials  to  the  best 
advantage . 

Another  point  vrortby  of  record  is  txiat  the  first  of  the  Council*  s post 
war  houses  were  completed,  namely:  twenty  pr efa.br icated  bungalavs,  ten 
Swedish  Timber  houses  and  fii’teen  Traditional  houses. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  pi'acticadly  adl  aGcommoda.tion  on  the 
NOe  4 site  and  several  of  the  huts  on  the  No,  1 site,  Castle  Donington 
Aerodrome  were  occupied  by  illegal  squatters.  However,  by  the  end  of  1947> 
the  buildings  on  No,  L site  vrere  reconstructed  in  accordance  with  the  plans 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  provide  separate  aiccoiiimodation  for 
thirteen  families. 

Cn  the  3l3t  March,  l^-W  ended  the  first  full  year’ s work  of  the 
Council’s  direct  labour  scheme  for  tlie  collection  of  refuse. 

I wish  to  tender  apprecia.tion  for  the  help  and  consideration  afforded 
to  the  department  by  the  Chairman  o.nd  members  of  the  Council.

The  seyrage  works  at  Castle  Donington  continue  to  function' 
satisfactorily. 

Full  approval  has  not  yet  been  obtained  in  respect  of  the  severer 
extension  in  the  Park  Lane  area  of  Castle  Donington  which  allows  for 
the  drainage  of  existing  properties  on  cesspools.  A 9”  sewer  pipe 
will  be  laid  to  connect  to  the  pumping  station  and  sev^'cage  disposal  works. 

KBGYfORTH. 

The  results  at  the  Kegvyorth  sewa.ge  works  voxy  from  time  to  time, 
especially  in  times  of  heavy  rainfall  v/hen  the  existing  pump  is  unable  to 
cope  yrith  abnormal  qua.ntities  of  water.  As  set  out  in  the  foregoing 
tn.ble,  a scheme  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  works  ha-s  been  submitted  for 
approval  of  the  Authorities. 

In  £11  other  villages  the  drainage  from  properties  flows  into  dykes 
and  open  yrater  coui^ses,  this  of  course,  j.s  a very  undesirable  arrangement 
and  is  often  a cause  of  nuisance,  especially  in  hot  -weather. 

As  far  p.s  possible  drainage  dykes  have  received  attention  d'uring  the 
year,  but  lying  to  development  and  the  additional  properties  being 
connected  to  mains  yyaler,  the  condition  of  the  dykes  tends  to  become 
worse. 

Yfe  will  only  be  neaerer  to  removing  this  type  of  nuisance^  which  may 
yrell  be  a danger  to  Public  Health,  when  sev/erage  schemes  are  approved  and 
new  disposal  works  constructed  in  the  unsev/ered  parishes.

DISINPESTATION. 

The  presence  of  bugs  Yms  found  at  tv/o  properties  and  the  work  of 
disinfestation  ytos  carried  out  by  the  Department. 

Cricket  infestation  on  the  Council's  tip  at  Ca,stle  Doningtoii 
received  attention.  The  use  of  insecticides  containing  D.D.T.  proved 
successful  for  all  purposes. 

Following  a request  by  the  manager  of  the  National  Service  Hostel, 
Castle  Donington,  a bed  and  bedding  Y/as  found  to  be  infested  Y/ith  vermin. 
Disinfestation  was  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  Department. 


EQDENT  CONTROL. 

The  work  of  rodent  control  wo.s  continued  during  1947  and  the 
manholes  on  the  sewers  Y/ere  baited  Y/ith  poison  in  accordance  with  the 
approved  procedure  recommended  by  the  Disinfestation  Division  of  the 
Ministry  of  Pood. 

The  Council*  s contract  with  the  Leicestershire  Agricultural  Oorararttee 
Y/as  reneYTed  for  the  treatment  of  the  Coun^sil' s Refuse  Tip  at  Castle 
Donington. 

Oomplp.ints  received  of  rats  in  a Factory  and  Licensed  Premises 
received  attention  and  follovYing  the  advise  of  this  department  contracts 
were  draYvn  up  bety/een  the  ormers  and  the  Leicestershire  Agricultural 
Committee  for  periodic  treatment  of  their  premises.

As  a result  of  repeats  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  on  the 
insanitary  condition  of  the  knacker  yiird  premises  on  the  Council's 
refuse  tip  at  Castle  Dordngtonj  informal  auction  was  taJeen  and  the 
buildings  v/ere  demolished  and  the  site  cloiired. 

Plans  were  approved  for  a nev/  building  v/hich  vras  completed  and  a 
new  licence  was  issued  on  the  1st  January^  1^47  in  accordance  with  the 
-requirements  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  l^^Sj  Section  57 ■> 

The  occupier’s  attention  v/as  drawn  to  the  presence  of  rats  at  the 
knacker  yai*d  and  during  the  year  a contract  T/as'made  by  him  with  the 
Leicestershire  Agricultural  Committee  for  the  periodic  treatment  of  the 
premises  and  surroundings. 


This  is  the  first  complete  year' s .rorking  of  the  direct  labour 
scheme  for  the  collection  of  refuse^,  and  the  results  over  the  year 
have  varied  from  tine  to  time  due^  in  the  mainj  to  the  difficulty  in 
obtaining  suitable  labour. 

The  severe  weather  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  caused  dislocation 
of  the  service  because  for  a.  short  time  it  was  impossible  to  move  the 
vehicle  from  the  garage.  At  this  time  the  position  deteriorated  since 
the  men  employed  as  loaders  left  the  services  of  the  Council  for  other 
employment  a.t  Castle  Bonington.  In  spite  of  these  difficulties  I ami 
able  to  report  progress. 

The  front  fences  on  the  tips  at  both  Castle  Bonington  and  Belton 
ha.ve  been  repaired,  neii  gates  provMod  a.nd  notice  boards  drawing 
attention  to  trespass  erected.. 

The  Council  approved  e,  scheme  to  provide  protective  clothing  for 
men  engaged  on  outside  employment  to  consist  of  overalls,  waterproof 
coats  and  rubber  boots.

The  total  applications  for  th.o  tcno-noy  of  Council  Houses  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  395* 

Following  the  decision  of  the  Counoiii.  in  the  middle  of  the  yeai*  to 
allocate  houses  in  the  district  hy  means  of  a points  scheme  in 
accordance  vfith  the  recommendations  set  out  in  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Publication  on  Housing  Managcmen.t  1945  “ 1946,  it  was  necessary  to  adopt 
a new  procedure  in  the  office. 

A system  of  card  index  was  introduced  with  a separate  card  for  each 
applicant  on  which  the  details  of  the  oircui.istances  are  recorded  at  the 
time  of  the  application. 

Each  application  is  e.cknowledged  by  means  of  a record  card  which 
should  be  produced  at  the  Public  Health  Department  every  qucirtor  for 
checking  in  order  ths.t  the  application  may  be  kept  alive. 

The  visiting  of  the  houses  of  the  applicants,  the  interviews  at  the 
office,  together  v/ith  correspondence  in  irany  cases  presents  problems 
calling  for  tact  and  understanding,  gome  of  the  applicants  oxe 
unreasonable  and  would  imply  their  doubt  as  to  whether  the  selection  of 
tenants  was  freed  from  any  suspicion  ol  favouritism. 

Nevertheless,  at  the  time  of  making  this  report  it  T/'Ould  appear 
that  some  applicants  vYill  be  in  houses  of  their  own  by  the  end  of  1948= 


CIVIL  BUILDINd  C0IH?R0L . 

The  issue  of  Civil  Building  Licences  continued  dut'ing  1947  Q.nd 
323  licences  were  issued  by  the  Department. 

Co-operation  with  Regional  Officers  was  cordial, and  all  references 
to  applico-tions  considered  by  the  Ministry  of  Works  received  attention. 


SHOPS  ACT. 

During  the  year  54  visits  were  made  at  shops  in  accordance  v/ith 
Section  10  and  13  (o)  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934^  Fourteen  defects  were 
found  and  as  a result  of  informal  action  all  were  remedied.

References  from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  have  roceived  attention» 

There  are  sixty  factories  cm  tn:-  register  and  during  the  year  forty 
four  outworkers  were  engaged  in  tl.ie  fj.nishing  and  making  of  textiles  in 
the  houses. 


Fifty  five  visits  were  paid  to  xjremises  and  disinfections  were 
carried  out  at  the  homes  of  three  outworkers. 

All  defects  found  to  exist  were  remedied  "by  inf orncal  action.  This 
work  included  the  abolition  of  pail  closets  and  the  provision  of  water 
closets  at  two  factories.
